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1. ‘here was much shipping traffie in Nostock Harbor in the few 
days preceding 26 February 1952, mainly srall Scandinavian 
freighters which loaded briquettes. Three Soviet freivhters 
of about 6,000 tons and a Polish freighter of 4,000 tons also 
arrived. ‘The Soviet ships brought tobacco and steel. They 
loaded cases of ptical goods, bookkeeping and typewriting 
machines, bridge construction material, textlles, cement, 
and chei’cals. ‘The Polish t'reishter loaded mixed goods and 
building material; it also loaded Diesel engines and parts 
of a refriserating plant. 


2e brom 26 Vebruary to 1 arch 1952 eight Scandinavian otor- 
sallers, a Soviet freighter of about 2,000 tons and three 
Polish freighters of about 3,000 tons arrived in the :ort 
of Rostock, ‘Two of the Polish ships were expty; the other 
brought a cargo consisting of farm produce, textile raw 
materials; and provisions, especially eggs. The Polish snips 
loaded cases of optical goods, glass and ceramic ware, and 
enemicals. The Soviet freighter loaded renarat ons goods, 
ineiuding boller plants, optical goods from Jena, mine 
locouotives, and machine tools for fine machine work. 
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
